Response to Pre-Appeal Brief Request 

1 . Applicant's Pre-Appeal Brief Request for Review filed June 8 th has been 
entered and made of record. 

2. Applicant's amendment filed April 22nd is also entered and made of 

record. 

3. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are found to be 
persuasive. Claims 1-15 are accordingly allowed. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments filed June 8 th 2009 are found to be persuasive. The cited 
reference to Haikawa does not disclose the specific combination of claimed elements 
now recited. Specifically Haikawa fails to disclose or fairly suggest the features of: 

region selection means for selecting a predetermined region to be 
processed further for detailed analysis within the image photographed by the at 
least one camera; 
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Art Unit: 2624 

processing region setting means for obtaining a range image from the 
image obtained by the at least one camera and for setting a processing region 
upon the obtained range image based on the selected region; and 

polyhedron shape recognition means for recognizing the shape of one or 
more polyhedrons based on the range image within a set candidate range. 

No other found prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests the specific features 
of selecting a predetermined region and for setting a processing region upon an 
obtained range image based on the selected region, and then recognizing a polyhedron 
shape.
